MEDICAL EVIDENCE.

He firet treated Evans fer paralysis 
ef the musc'es, He said that the oconii- 
ties found weald be ocnsistent with the 
petien’’s having taken strychnine, bat ed- 
mitted, when cross-examined Mr. Nea- 
titt, that the symptoms m'ght indica e 
ether things besides poisoning. Tetanus, 
for instance, which mignt be caueed by ex- 
pesure to wet and oceld, would preducs 
smilar symptems. An importan’ part of 
Dr. Howe's testimeny wae te the effect that 
Mee. Evans told him when he came to see 
Evans, ea the ecsssien when the pelsen was 
eald te have been put in the eys:ers, that 
she bad eaten seme ef the oysters herself, 
aad had tea neticed that they were piak. 
She eaid that they made her sick, and that 
she tried te take them frem her husband, 
but that be sald be wou'd eat them tf they 
killed him.
